—Although the Ser­ 
vians are offering determ ined resist­ 
ance to the Austro-German invasion it 
appears from the statem ent given out 
at the war office 
that 
their efforts 
thus far have failed. 
Belgrade is now 
completely In the hands of the T eu ­ 
tonic forces, as well as the outlying 
heights to the southeast and south­ 
west of the city. 
F urther east tho 
Servians were beaten back. 
The war 
office 
announcem ent re­ 
specting these operations follows: 
“ Belgrade 
and 
the 
surrounding 
heights to the southw est and south­ 
east are In our hands. 
The Servians 
also w ere throw n back further east 
w herever they resisted. 
Our troops 
are advancing." 
Dispatches from the Servian front 
r# port th at Belgrade was not dam aged 
greatly by bom bardm ent. 
T he city 
was 
spared 
as far as 
possible, al­ 
though some private buildings were 
destroyed. 
Servian rea r guards contested the 
passage through th e city streets of 
the Teutonic forces. 
Bart of the civil­ 
ian population rem ains in Belgrade. 


MAKING COUNTER ATTACKS 


Germans Recapture Several Positions 
on Western Front.

William Henry Lawrence, aged 71, 
died Sunday night at a local hospital, 
members of his family being at his 
bedside when he passed away. 


Mr. Law rence was one of the oldest 
railway men in point of service on 
the Northern Pacific 
system. 
For 
thirty years he was connected with 
the road, first as fireman and then 
engineer and "Bill's" cheery smile 
and hearty greeting were known to 
all the yardmen in Brainerd. He was 
one of the most careful engineers on 
the road and no rolling stock in his 
care was ever bumped out of shape. 
He guided his engine so carefully 
that Lawrence’s caution became pro­ 
verbial.

H u g e N e t s of Strong Wire Dropped 
in Their Path. 


T he reason w hy the G erm an govern­ 
m ent lias consented to change its .sub­ 
m arine m ethods is been use over SO 
per cent of its subm arines have been 
destroyed and its undersea* w arfare 
brought to complete failure within the 
past tw o months, says the Providence 
Journal. 
The Journal says It is able to print 
the full aud accurate story of the m a n ­ 
ner in which the British navy has ac­ 
complished this work. 
T he operations 
under tho present method have lasted 
over a period of four months, and they 
would have been brought to a success­ 
ful completion m any weeks ago if tile 
British naval authorities had realized 
th a t some of tho mechanical contriv­ 
ances m ade use of w ere not lit for tho 
work. 
Sixty-seven 
G erm an 
subm arines, 
tw enty-eight of which are declared to 
have been of the new est aud latest 
const ruction, have been sunk aud their 
crew s destroyed by the British navy 
since the fifth day (Af May. 
It is s ta t­ 
ed (An positive authority th a t the full 
capacity of the G erm an shipyards for 
underseas boats is not more than three 
a month, but th a t even if G erm any 
were able to replace her subm arines as 
fast as they had iieen destroyed the 
gravest situation she faces in regard 
to tiffs method of w arfare Is the actual 
destruction of the m orale of the officers 
and crew s of such vessels. 


S u b m a r in e C rew s In Panic. 
It is declared that while the sailors 
who m an G erm an subm arines are as 
brave and efficient as those (Af any n a ­ 
tion in the world, the authorities have 
(Acca unable to keep tram them the 
facts w ith regard to the mysterious 
lisappeantnce of dozens of subm arines 
w ith their entire crew s aud th at tiffs 
condition has brought about a prac­ 
tical 
panic am ong all men in this 
branch of the service, who not only be­ 
lieve th a t w hen they leave the protec­ 
tion *Af their ow n w aters they are going 
to destruction, but who have not under­ 
stood how that destruction was being 
brought nbout. 
For several m onths there has been 
considerable publicity with regard to 
the belief th a t transports from G reat 
Britain to the coast of France have 
been protected from subm arines main* 
ly by p ath w a y s of wire netting stretch ­ 
ed across Hie channel.
